although macadamised roads now 
make motoring and cross-country 
bus rides as easy as anywhere. Here 
at last, except for the mode of 


travel, one could imagine oneself on 
‘the Mount Carmel of Elijah and 


Elisha, armel over whose

The road constantly wound, rose, 
dipped, and rose again, and as it 
turned fresh facets of the mountain 
fara towards us, cliff, cave, gorge, 
valley, meadow, bare rock, tree- 
studded slope, wayside wild flowers, 
cultivated” orchards, villages, and 
olive groves and orange pardessim 
in the distance. We stopped to 
collect a few tall wild flowers, which 
iasted a full week in vases at home. 
Birds aplenty flitted across our path, 
and even a dog-like jackal, surprised 


at an unusual time of day. Then 


at one thrilling moment we saw a 
great and graceful bird high in the 
sky, light-tipped wings fully out- 


stretched to catch the air currents 


as it floated by with deceptive lazi- 
ness —an eagle. Ht Was easy to 
imagine the envious Daedalus thus 
watching the eagle in legendary days 
only the short flight across. the 
Mediterranean from. here ‘to 
Greece ; and easy, too, to imagine 
how soon the wax would melt under 
the burning sun from the wings he 
fashtoned for his luckless- son 
‘Jearus. Not long afterwards we 
saw a, second eagle, obviously its 
mate, and together they flew over 
a craggy top out of sight.

Things must have changed a good 
deal since Laurence Oliphant 
recorded his visit here in the 1880s, 
for he stated that it was a curious 
fact that “to this day” there were 


no Moslems on Carmel proper. We 


Saw, judging by their costumes, 


many Moslems as well as Druses 
in this village, and our judgment. 


was to prove correct. . We had 
rather dawdled on our way, and 
we therefore did not penetrate far 
into the village, as we wished to. be 


back in Haifa before sunset, which 


falls early and quickly in Israel. 


_ Near the entrance to the village, at 
a point where a steep curve wound 


up off the main road, stood an Arab 


house which announced itself as a- 
café. .We decided to stop just long 


enough to drink a cup of Arabic 
coffee, and we brought the Yag to 
a standstill among a small crowd 
of inquisitive children, goats, and 
chickens. “* We'll have to lock it,” 
said Shlomo, “ otherwise these over- 


enthusiastic children will be all over 
it inside -in next to no time !” 


We entered the ‘simple, white-- 


washed. cooler interior of the café,

This he offered 
to me, and I, wishing not to spurn 
his hospitality, took it, although I 
am not usually a cigarette smoker. 
Shlomo, who is a _ non-smoker, 
politely refused a second cigarette. 
He afterwards told me that, under 
the rules of hospitality, I should 
have been quite correct in not. 
taking the smoke; our Arab host 
had fulfilled the rules simply by 
offering it to me and would not 
have been offended had I refused. 
But I tried the cigarette and found - 
it was a pleasant, mediuny smoke— 
what's more, our host told us it 
was home-grown tobacco. 

Hot, sweet Arabic coffee was 
soon brought in by the young man, 
and we sipped it comfortably, while 
still chatting. When we had finished 
Shlomo asked our Arab friend, who 
was obviously the café proprietor, 
how much we owed. With Oriental 
courtesy the proprietor told him we 
owed him nothing—we. were: his 
guests. Fortunately,

OST of the splendid pro- 
gramme of celebrations to 
mark the Tercentenary of 
the Resettlement of the Jews in the 
British Isles had been completed by 
last September. However, that 
programme was’ rounded off by 


several notable functions which 
took place later.

Jewish Art, 1656-1956, at the White- 
chapel Art Gallery; the imaugura- 
tion at the British Academy of a 
lecture. in jurisprudence, endowed 
by the Maccabeans; a stirring 
Anglo-Jewish Youth Festival, -at 
the Palace Theatre ; and the special 
exhibition of documents on “ The 
Jews. in England,” at the Public 
Record Office (on the site of the 
former Domus Conversorum). All 
the more disappointing, : therefore, 
seems the poor response to the 
public appeal that was issued, last 
‘Rosh Hashana, by Viscount Samuel 
and the other Hon. Officers of the 
Tercentenary. Council, for support 
of the permanent Cor nmemoration 
Fund. 

A gratifying official recognition

Middle Eastern affairs involving 
British relations with Israel: and the 
Arab States —have formed a domi- 
nant concern of Government policy 
and of national interest throughout 
year...

In the. bitter political controversy 
about. Britatn’s armed intervention 
in Egypt, Jewish citizens—like 
British public opinion generally— 
were. sharply divided. The Board 
of Deputies discussed the action of

Janner, M.P., 
without endorsing either support or 
opposition for the British Govern- 
The Council. of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association. unani- 
mously adopted the statement of_its 
President, Mr. R. Carvalho:

One is “ for 
we but count as dead people before 
Thee,” and the other is “so that the 
dead may beseech for mercy.” It is 
considered that it affords comfort to 
the dead that their children and loved 
ones visit their graves to pray, for 
their souls. 
this view is adduced from the words 
of the aged Barzillai the Gileadite, 
who, when declining to. accompany 
King David to Jerusalem, said: 
as . that [ may die in mine own 
city... ,” the implication being that 


his relatives would thus be ena bled 


to visit his grave (IT Sam. xix, 38). 
The customs appertaining to Jewish 
gravestones are many and varied, not 


only as between the Sephardi and 
Ashkenazi communities, but within 


the different sections of both, The 
earliest recorded instance of a tomb- 
stone is when, after the death of 
Rachel, Jacob “ set ap a pillar on her 
grave, that is the pillar of Rachel's 
grave to this day” (Gen, xxxv, 20). 
Originally,.the reason for having a 
tombstone was merely that there 
should be a Tziyun, an indication that 
it was the site of a grave, and tn order 
that the area should be treated with 
reverence. Later appropriate 
inscriptions were made on the stones 


which were regarded as memorials to 


the departed and as an honour to the 
dead. In this connection, the Tal- 
mudic sages considered it unnecessary 
to put laudatory inscriptions on the 
tombstones of the righteous, or even 
to erect tombstones at all, for * their 


sayings. are in fact their memorial.”

Differences in Style 


> There are also differing customs as 


to when the memorial stone js to be 
erected. In some Chassidic sects this 
is. done very early, within three 
months, often, indeed, soon after the 
lapse of the “thirty days.” Bui 
generally the setting of the stone takes 
place soon. after the expiration of 
twelve months, as it is considered that 
during the first year the memory of 
the departed is still

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Israeli Art Emerging

RECONCEPTIONS about 
national characteristics are 
an interesting 

study, and they die hard. — Pre- 
conceptions about a nation’s 
creativity are usually based on a 
genuine folk-art surviving through 
generations of change, and serving. 
in our day. of rapid conmunication 
and mass-media popularisation, as 
a basis upon which a. certain 
sophistication is grafted. Finland 
and Mexico affofd such examples. 
In circumstances such as these it -is 
obvious that an emerging art or design 
movement in Israel cannot be judged, 
if it is possible at’ all to .seck 
national characteristics, by the

while chain, by Azriel Segal, of Tas, 
which was purchased by New. York's 
Museum of Modern Art for its 
“collection of the significant and 


‘beasitiful artifacts of cur day as part 


of an historical survey ” (1 quote from 
its letter), could perhaps never. have 


_been. conceived. had. not. Gonzales. 


sculpted with space .as his medium 
and not mass. A Torah crown. by 


‘Gumbel is another projection mto a 


specific field of the great influence of 
Gonzales. In the exciting Tas design 
of a Torah. ornament, the letter 
“Shin” becomes universal beauty, 


“and the bell of the Torah ornament” 


becomes a mobile—the influence of 
Calder. 

In Wolpert’s Chanucah menorah, 
pure form becomes content. . A 
Chanucah menorah is the ‘story of. oil 
having miraculously burned eight 
days. It has the eight candles side 
by side, on an exciting curve, with the 
ninth, the shamash, slightly separated 
from the eight. Slowly Jews. will 
learn to see in this beautiful object a 
Chanuciah, To date, Jewish objects 
in order to sell must have “ Jewish 
content.” Form is content, the essence 
of content. The addition of sundry 


Jewish motifs to a badly designed | 


object does not make it more Jewish, 


but less. for Judaism. is the most 
universal of all patterns of life, and 
jn degrading Jewish objects of worship 


to parochialism we are vitiating its 


greatness. 


The year I spent in America taught 
me that a wide gulf separates the 
warmest Zionist from our youth ir 


pretending that our 


Isracl.. believe that’ gulf can be 
bridged through culture, but to do so 
the culture being created in Israel-must 
be universal, It must be our. bridge 
to. the world, and not only to the 
Jewish world. And it is no accident 
that the Detroit-Museum of Art chose 
Gumbel’s beautiful Torah set to add 
to its collection of silver design. not 
to a collection of devotional objects. 
There is the Tree of Life. But the 
Tree of Life. becomes meaningful as 
design to. all people to whom: good 
design is a sign of an inner harmony 
in a people, of the sensitivity of an 
artist. A universally valid naissance 
iS groping its way outwards in Israel 
today.. Our youth jis saturated with 
knowledge and love of the Bible. with 
love of the Land where every highway 
and byway. underwrites the reality. of 
the Bible. which encompasses our 
history, 
But the Bible belongs to all men. 
So, also, will that art which is today 
emerging. The Bible was our first gift 
to. humanity, and humanity — has

tendency which some of the older 
spiritual leaders regard with con- 
siderable regret. 

Clerical collars have' always. had the 


power to. arouse ‘controversy and to 


have determined supporters as well as 
vehement. detractors. So I’ not 
surprised, when [ mentioned the sub- 
ject to some of our rabbis and 


ministers, that the clerical collar 1s 


still capable of: engendering a lively 
discussion. Those who still cling to 
this gradually disappearing apparel 
champion tt with a strength of con- 
viction. which impresses the 


-sceptic. 


The clerical collar has. no more 
staunch supporter than the Rev. [. 


custom of 


Livingstone, the Emeritus Minister of 
the Golders Green Synagogue. But 
while championing the clerical collar, 
Mr. Livingstone is aware that:it can 
occasionally lead to. slightly. embar- 
rassing situations. He looks at the 
clerical collar. with affection, but is 
ready to tell a story against himself— 
and against the collar. 


He tells me. fer example, of his 
experience when on a visit to Israel, 
where. rabbis do not, of course, wear 
clérical. collars. 
Istaeli Customs officers he overheard 
one of them say: “Shelanu ?” ("Is 
he one of ours:?"). Mr. Livingstone 
quickly. responded with: “ Yes,. very 
much. sot” | 

Early detractors of the clerical collar 
had spoken of it as Chukas Hagoy—a

So he 

put down his chisel, and went outside, 


the stranger watched him. as. -he 


walked up to the gate slowly.

By this time my great-grandfather

Which made my. great-grandfather 
trink, “ Who wants to argue with a 
madman?”

By now my great-grandfather was 
getting a little annoyed, because he 
Was always a man with a= quick 
temper.

My great-grandfather, who had 
hever seen picture. of himself,

paint the picture here your -own 
front yard and evervone:in the village 


shall see it. and then with your. per- 
mission will take it-back to the city 
for other people to see.”

SO my great-grandfather said .-to 


himself: “If people: want to see my 


painted picture. and. this madman 


Wants 10 paint my picture, why should 
I make so many people disappointed ? 
After all, this madman -is fool: 


Hasnt he picked. me from among 


everyone in the- village?” And ‘he 


rephed to the man:. “All right, then, 
1. give you my: kind permission. to 
‘paint: me. 


To which the artist answered, very 
excited: “Thank. you, thank you: Let 
us, begin now.” 


My great-grandfather, never having 
‘had’ his portrait painted before, said: 


“All right. -Paint.”- And he 
turned for the third time to go back 
into the house. But the artist explained 
to. him that he had to sit: still for a 
while, and. after a lot of fuss they 
brought out a small piece of wood 
for putting the paints on. and all the 
other things which he used for: paint- 
ing... There. were so many. of these 
things I haven't got the time to tell you 
all about them. But what does it 
matter? However many things. there 


were they were needed for painting my 


great-grandfather’s portrait. 

The: artist, who was a quick work- 
man, finished the painting in a couple 
of hours, and all the time my great- 
grandfather kept asking him: “* Well, 
is finished ? How much longer?” 

But the artist was so polite and told 
him so many times. that this was the 
face he had been looking for every- 


where. that my great-grandfather 


more. or. less still. the whole time: 
thinking. about how the village would 
be surprised, and what the rabbi would 


say, and how. jealous Reb Sholem . 


Pinsk. would be that the artist had not 
asked him if his face could: be painted. 
Of course, my great-grandmother was 
also. there, standing near my great- 
grandfather, hoping that the artist 
might be painting her into. the picture 
as well. As-for my young grandfather: 
he had run: round to all the houses 
felling them what was happening, so 
that more and more people crowded 
round the artist as he sat on his little 
stool painting: My voung grandfather 
stood in the front of the crowd shout- 
ing out: “ Now he’s painting the nose. 
Now he’s painting the eve”. And so 
on until the artist had finished, when 
my. grandfather shouted out: * Now 


he’s finished 


‘Then the whole crewd, which had 


been watching very quietly, ‘breathed 


out together, and no wonder, because 
the painting was the first one which 
had ever been made in the village, 
and what do you think? It looked 
exactly like my great-grandfather even 


to. the eyes, one of which was brown - 
while the other was blue. Reb Sholem 


Pinsk, however, was speaking in a 
loud high voice, saying: “ Sueh excyjte- 
ment over a little picture like this ! 
In Pinsk everyone is painted, not little 
like this, but big-—-almost as big as a 
house.” 

But no oné‘took any notice, because 


- Reb Sholem was the only one who had 


seen pictures in Pinsk or anywhere 
else. and no one believed that he had 
been to Pinsk anyhow. 

When my. great-grandmother saw 
the picture she was at first very upset 
because she wasn't in jt. She. said: 
“ How could he leave me out ? Wasn't 
1 standing there right beside the 
Still. when. she saw all the other 
women looking at the picture first 
up close and after from a little dis- 
tance away, she decided it was, indeed, 
a proud. moment for her. She stood 
beside the picture for the whole time 


it was in the yard with the crowd 


around it, smiling to everyone and 


_ bowing her head as if she had painted 


it herself. Oh, there was no doubt 
about it, the picture was very fine 
indeed, although my young grand- 
father was in the backyard having a 
fight with a boy who said it looked 
like the Tsar Nicholas himself. Every- 
one agreed the picture. was a wonder- 
ful likeness. except Reb Sholem, who 
kept asking: “Will anyone tell me 
whose picture this is? It is no doubt 


a very fine likeness, but surely it is: 


no one in. this village.” 
However, who listened to him? 
They were all standing around. my 


great-grandfather, waiting there to 


Shake him by the hand, to congratulate 


him, and wish him long life. Every- | 


one told the artist how clever he was, 
and the rabbi asked him if he wasn't 
grateful to God for such a gift to be 
breathed into his hands, to which the 
artist replied that he most certainly 
was very grateful. Then Reb Sholem 
asked him how much a man could 
earn in the city making pictures like 
this, to which the artist replied: .“ No 
money could buy a picture like this.” 

My great-grandfather smiled, and 
poured out brandy for everyone, while 
my young grandfather. looked: round 
to see if anv more of the boys. felt 
like. saying the picture was a. bad 
likeness, | 


‘Well, the artist stayed in the house 


of my great-grandfather that mght, as 


guest. of honour, though the picture 
was left in the workshop, because, as 
the rabbi pointed out, even such a 
good. picture as this was in a sense 
a graven image and could not be kept 
in an Orthodox house. . My. great- 
grandmother made a special borscht, 
which was so thick it could be cut in 
Slices, and there’ were plenty of 
potatoes as well. After everyone else 
had gone to bed the artist stayed. up 
talking with great-grandfather. 
They finished another bottle. of 


brandy, though what they talked-about 


1 do not know, because my grand- 
father was asleep on top of the stove 


-at the time and consequently. did not 


hear, and therefore was not able to 

. The next dav the artist went. Every- 
one saw him off from the village. 


Afterwards. they. spent days. _ talking: 


about what an honour it was for the 
village that my great-grandfather had 
been painted. Pity the artist took the 


picture away with him, wrapped up 
in cloth. my. great-grandmother .cut 


from one of her best petticoats. A 
picture like that could only be 
wrapped jin the best. It was nice, too, 
that after the artist had left and my 
great-grandmother looked about the 
house. she.could find nothing missing, 
which may have been because she had 
hidden awav the silver sticks for the 
candles used on holidays and Friday 
evenings. and there was nothing else 


to steal in the house except the hens, 


which she then counted and found all 


present, It was, however, this artist 


and .what happened to. the silver 
candlesticks which he did: not. steal 
that brought the great shame of his 
life on my great-grandfather. This 
shame’ was not to fall for several 


‘months. but it did fall, and when it 


fell it.was a very great shame, indeed. 
What happened was this. Later on, 


in the same year as my great-grand- 


father had his portrait painted,” my 
voung grandfather was sent to. the 
market to buy some fish cheap. This 
matket was held in the village over 


‘the hill, where they were celebrating 


a holiday. called Lent, in which. for 
some reason of other everyone goes 


crazy and eats fish the whole time. 


There was, therefore, a lot of fish on 
sale. Though there were also stalls

I have 
heard of some laymen complaining 
about this, but. generally the silent 
revolution in ministerial dress is being 
accepted without much grumbling. 

Among the younger rabbis who do 
not favour wearing the clerical collar 
is Rabbi M. Landy, of the Cricklewood 
Synagogue. There might be. he says, 
some reason for a Jewish minister in 
a provincial town wearing a. clerical 
collar, for there he has to attend many 
civic gatherings as the representative 
of the Jewish community, and it is 


imrortant that he should be recognised - 
by the non-Jewish members of: the 


audience aS a minister of religion. 
But he can see no reason why a 
Jewish minister. tn. a Jewish neigh- 
bourhood in Lendon should wear.a 
clerical collar. 


A Beard Instead ! 


He, in fact; does not wear a clerical 
collar at. all, not even on. official 
occasions or when visiting congregants 
in hospital... He finds no difficulty in

Misunderstanding 


It was but recently that a Liberal

He thought that during a 
period when the thoughts of man are 
required. to. be directed towards 
Spiritual matters, such an event as a 
marriage, which seemed to point to 
the quintessence of earthiness, should 
be forbidden.

EARLY three years have 
elapsed. since Hovevey 
Torah was initiated. The 
movement now has three established 
centres of learning, at which eleven 
courses of study are pursued in 
various Jewish traditional subjects. 
Some 150 young men and women 
participate regularly in these study 
courses. . half+yearly Halukat 
Hamishna project is organised to 
encourage individual study, and as 
the sixth Siyum will shortly be cele- 
brated, with Rabbi Dr. L. Jakobo- 
vits as the .guest of honour, it is 
perhaps an appropriate Moment to 
survey briefly the history of the 
movement and to record some of 
its aims and achievements. 
Worthy Objective 
The idea Hovevey Torah 
germinated at an informal discussion 
among number of Orthodox young 
people hving North-West ‘London. 
Many felt keenly the lack of any real 
effort on the part of youth movements 
to. co-operate in the important. field. 
of Jewish education. So much energ\ 
seemed to be devoted to political 
matters which were. of little sig- 
nificance to Angto-Jewish youth,. As 
a result, -even though this. part of 
London contained. a virile. Jewish 
population, no single youth movement

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HE forty thousand Jews of 
Turkey are preparing to cele-

As in previous 
years synagogues throughout the 
‘country are expected to be filled 
to capacity on Rosh Hashana and 
Yom Kippur; all “ tickets” are 
already reported to have been sold. 

Religious problems are among 
the main issues confronting the old, 
but dwindling, Turkish Jewish com- 
munity. The shortage of qualified 
rabbis and the lack of interest in 
religious tradition among the

HE theory, advanced by Dr. 

Roth and Professor Driver, 

that the Qumran Sect can 

now clearly be identified as the 

Zealots 1s not, as yet, incontrover- 

tible. It is understood that a 

pamphlet is to be produced this 

autumn setting out the facts in 

support of the above-mentioned 
theory ; perhaps, however, the fol- | 
lowing matters may be considered. 

(1) How can the following extracts 
from column 10 of the Manual of. 
Discipline be treated as Zealot-—i.e., 
as the beliefs of some of the most 
fanatical opponents whom the Romans 
were ever called to face : 

1 will heap no evil on any man 

I will pursue all men only with good 

For only with God | 

Lies the judgment of ali living. ... 

will have no rancour or anger 

Against those who are converied from 

rebellion . . 

(2) As understood from the palxo-. 
graphical evidence, th: script used in 
the Habbakuk Scroll is pre-Christian ; 
‘Dr. S.A. Birnbaum, in “ The Date of 
the Habbakuk Scroll” (JOURNAL oF 
BiBLicAL LITERATURE, 1949, pages 
161-181) and in ‘a later article, has 
dated it in approximately the second 
quarter of the first century B.C.E. As 
such Scroll is an important source of 
information with regard to the jdentity 
of the Teacher of Righteousness. it 
follows that Menahem cannot be the 
Teacher. | 

(3) Dr. Paul Winter (see . Jewish 
CHRONICLE, Jaly 5, 1957) has already 
made some comments about the 
absence of any. fragments from. the 
Book of Esther; the proponents. of 
. the Zealot Theory may also be referred 
‘to “Second Thoughts and the Dead 
Sea Scrolls,” by H. F: Bruce, Professor 
of Biblical History and Literature of 
Sheffield University, at page 58: 

* Where so much has been left to the 
chances of time and tide, we can make 
‘but tentative inferences of this kind . 
we cannot be too sure what to think 
of the fact that no fragment of the Book 
of Esther has been: identified thus far 
among the Qumran finds, We know 
that some. Jews, like some Christians in 
eather and more recent times, had doubts 
about.the fitness of Esther to be included 
in the canon of sacred books; ais 
the absence of any fragment . ... may 
be accjdental,-and indeed one may come 
to light unexpectedly.” 


Too Great a Coincidence ? 


(4) fs it surely too great a coin- 
cidence to conclude that there were, 
during the first century and not 
a very great distance apart. near the 
shores of the Dead Sea. two. sects, 
formerly bearing some Close relation: 
but later taking’ different paths... the 
one, Essene, completely pacifist and 
cut off from ordinary. life, the. other, 
Zealot. formerly linked, according to 
Hippolytus (Elenchos ix, 26), to the 
Essenes but fanatic and extremist” 

(5) Is it impossible that, following 
the fleeing of the Essenes. together 
with their Scrolis.:trom the monastery 
to the near-by caves. the defence of 
the strategic position occupied by the 
monastery was taken over by. the 
remnants of the Zealots (/.e.,. those 
who escaped after. the fall of Jeru- 
salem), who, when they were defeated - 
and forced to leave the monastery, 
left behind them traces. of their 
defence (i.e., the arrowheads) and, as 
the Essenes might have done earlier, 
took an ordinary, -or.. if preferred, 
apocryphal, military book (i.e., the 
Battle Scroll) with them. to the caves ? 
Professor Driver himself mentioned the 
possibility of the Scrolls having heen 
deposited in the caves at different 
times, 

As long ago as 1912 Lagrange sue- 
gested the identiiv of the Damascus 
Covenanters with the Zealdts: on 
pages 332-333 of.“ Le Judaisme avant 
Jésus Christ” (1931) this point was 
further discussed.. More recently. H. 
del Medico. in ~ Deux Manuscrits 
hébreux de la Mer Morte” (1951). 
identified the Teacher of Righteousness 

the Wicked Priest as Menahem 
and Ananias. respectively : he also 
suggested the identification of the 
House of Absalom. Professor H. H. 
Rowley, on pages 57 and 79 of “ The 
Zadokite Fragments and the Dead Sea 
Serolis”’ 44952) names other writers 
and other theories as to the identifica- 
tion of the Qumran Sect, the Teacher,. 
and the Wicked Priest.

Reply to Criticism 


To the Editor a Tue Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sir,—I wish to make a few com- 
ments on the letter by Dr. Wolfgang 
Von Weisl published in your issue 
of last week. 

(1) The recent conference of the 
Executive of the European and North 


-African General Zionist Confedera- 


tion was not, as Dr. von Weisl states, 
an “emergency meeting.” It was a_ 
normal session convened as usual at 
the beginning. of our working year,. 
following the summer holidays. 

Our conference on September 8 
devoted only a part of its deliberations 
to a debate on the reorganisation of 
the World Confederation, The session 
was devoted, in the main, to our pro- 
gramme of work for the coming year. 

(2) In the political debate, which 
dealt with our affiliation to the 
reorganised World Confederation of 
General Zionists, the delegates who 
took part in that debate had been 
authorised by the Central Committees 
of their respective countries to support 

The Austrian delegate, to 
insiance only. one case, brought. with 
him a resolution adopted by his Cen- 
tral Committee which met on Septem- 
ber 4. This resolution stated explicitly 
that Austrian . General Zionists 
“ strictly adhere to the policy which 
prevailed hitherto, the policy of non-. 
identification.” 

(3) As against this democratic pro- 
cedure, we can. state with the fullest 
responsibility that neither the organi- 
sation in Denmark nor the one in. 
Switzerland discussed this problem at 
the meeting of the Central Committee 
and, consequently, no formal. resolu- 

tions were adopted in these countries. 
Those friends who assert that on this 
subject they are entitled to speak in 
the name of Denmark and Switzerland 
are aware that they were. given no 
mandate to do so. 


tion of our executive in support of 


the argument of “ legality.” 


(4) The argument that the cotalie- 


the reorganised Confederation. was 

“illegal” is too ridiculous for words. - 
The absence of Dr, Klee and Mr. 
Aftisfeld from our conference in no 
way affected its legality. 

At any rate, we should like to point 
out that they, and in particular Dr. 
von Weisl, their spokesman, have for 
many months conducted a destructive 
campaign in Europe. They are the 
last people who are entitled to utilise 
These 
people have. over many years, con- 
tinually broken and disregarded the 


resolutions of the World Confedera- 


tion regarding non- -identification.”” 
Their campaign was eventually 
crowned by the establishment of an 
office in Paris, wnice is headed by Dr. 
von Weisl. 

(5) If Dr. von Weisl commits 
“errors” in matters concerning our 
movement jin Europe, it is only one 
aspect of his tirade. When, however, 
a leader of the Zionist Movement—or 


one with pretensions to such title— 
permits himself to use the same lan- 


guage as Dr. von Weis! to disparage 


-and belittle our movement in North 


Africa, he trangresses all canons of 
decency. 

‘The presence of General Zionist 
activists at our conference on Septem- 
ber 8 encouraged us in the hope that 
the Zionist Movement in the respec- 


tive countries possess. a faithful and 


devoted leadership and, regardless. of 
Dr. von Weisl’s crusade, this consti-. 
tutes a solid proof that we are on the 
right road to true Zionism.

To the Editor of Tae Jewts 


Sir,—In the report in your issue of 
August 30, on. the. laying. of the 
foundation-stone for the rebuilt 
Bethnal Green. Great Synagogue, no 
credit. was -given to my father, 
the late Rev. I. H.-Yelin, for his part 
in the ‘establishment of the original 
shool. 
What happened was as follows: 
four years ago the Wesleyan Chapel was 
closed down, and my father took it over 
to hold services for the High Festivals of 
that year. . .The venture was a. great 
success, aS a shool.was definitely needed 
in: that area. 

After that my father, who came from 
Grodno, went to his lanzieit; who had a 
little synagogue in Brick Lane, and per- 
suided them to take this chapel and turn. 
it into a permanent synagogue. To do. 
this sort.-of thing was, of course, a. 
miizva.. They agreed to do after 
encouragement. by my father. It was’a 
big undertaking, but. my father . was 
experienced in shool affairs. 

1 was considered good in English 
grammar as a boy, and remember being 
asked by my parents, who were both 
ardent and enthusiastic workers for the 
synagogue-to-be, which, was the more 
correct wording, Great Bethnal Green 
Synagogue or Bethnal Green Great Syna- 
gogue. I advised the latter, which was 
put to the management and accepted. 

i well remember being in the choir. on 
ihe day the synagogue was opened with 

reat pomp and ceremony by Lord 

Swaythiing.

For. the 9" time this catalogue is 
aimed at.the American market, and all 


prices are in: American currency, but - 


this should not deter collectors in this 
country, for a conversion table in ster- 
ling, prutot, and dollars appears at the 
front of the book, Whether or not the 
experiment will be’ successful time 
alone can tell, but it. seems to bear out 
the general belief that most of the 
Israeli stamps now in existence outside 
Israel are held by Americans.

covered MS., first and foremost it 
must be ascertained when some of 
the ideas, customs, expressions, and 
terminology found therein became 
current. This important principle in 
determining the age of a newly dis- 
covered MS. had, he said, been totally 


ignored by. scholars. 


It. had been maintained that the 
Dead Sea Scrolls would give them a 
better understanding of. the rise of 


- Christianity, while, according to others, 


it would’ revolutionise their knowledge
